My dear Kirby: 

I wish I 
could sit down and write you a long letter or much better have a 
long talk with you. I find Korea steadily advancing. I would not 
modify anything in my chapter so far as I found and almost nothing 
in my book o*t "Russia". I could add a chapter,however, on border 
atrocities among the hundred thousand Russians who have escaped into 
Manchuria. Their taifcs were heart-rending. It has given me fresh 
ammunition to use in meeting the growing menace of eommunism. It is 
growing in northern Korea. In one place recently they burned houses 
and seized the title deeds of property imd some thirty were put in 
prison. They are multiplying here. We A come to the Par East at the 
right time) a time of desperate need. It is very difficult to get 
adequate information as the Press is controlled on every hand. It 
now looks as though a movement for the independence of Manchuria would 
be artificially fostered by Japan and as if Manchuria would follow 
exactly the path that Korea has. AlasI there is no sign whatever that 
China at present can govern those provinces well. I long for the 
speedy recovery of China hut she is in desperate need at this hour. 

I find the "World Tomorrow" is eagerly read and welcomedbpth 
by Japanese and Koreans here. Please drop me a line and give me a 
little news. I long to hear about Arnold’s trials#.I have been cut 
off from home papers for sometime in Russia, Manchuria and Korea but 
hope for better luck in China.

THE IMPERIAL HOTEL OF TOKYO 


Friday Oct. 2. 


A rainy, rainy, landing In Yokohama last Saturday morning, with 
no chance of seeing Fuji through the clouds. A confdsed, lengthy 
matter, as everyone had to wait until the royal party of Siam were 
safely into their motors -- they drove through ranks of school chil¬ 
dren armed with flags, shouting "Banzai" -- the Japanese "Hurrah." 

Our Japanese friends, Miss Kawai and Mrs. Isshiki, met us and came 
up to Tokyo on the electric train -- a matter of 30 or 40 minutes. 

By noon we were at the Imperial Hotel, a most remarkable place. I 
had read of it -- a modernistic masterpiece by Frank Lloyd Wright, 
the American genius about who® controversy rages. It Is said to 
have been paid for largely out of the Imperial resources, and is 
probably heavily subsidized. Covering a huge acreage, it Is three 
stories high in parts, one and two stories in others. There Is an 
Oblong lily-pond in front, and three or four gardens within. A 
banquet hall, an auditorium, a swimming pool, everything you can 
think of, all in a style which defies description/so strange, ori¬ 
ginal and resourceful is It. Personally, I like it and enjoy it; 
our quiet brown roan all one side of which is in casement windows 
opening upon a balcony and a garden. We were in a modernist hotel — 
a big government one also — in Algiers four years ago, but it was 
so uncomfortable. Chairs and tables were not made for mortal use. 
Your dressing table would be on one side of the room, your mirror 
on the other, while the colors were ferocious. But this place, in 
which the prevailing color Is brown, is far different. And the 
earthquake did not hurt it -- one crack is said to have been the 
only damage. We had an earthquake our first night, but I slept 
right through it. Another at luncheon the next day -- I thought 
it was my head which was slightly dizzy. But the sidewalk is being 
repaired in some nearby streets as the result of a shock two weeks 
ago, when people rushed out of their houses. One thinks of earth¬ 
quakes and talks of them constantly, because the catastrophe of 
1023 is so much in evidence. Practically all of Tokyo was In 
ruins -- 300,000 people in Tokyo aldne lost their lives. Every¬ 
thing is dated by it -- an old-fashioned conservative is referred 
to as a "before the earthquake person." 

Everyone told me that Tokyo is merely a modern city -- nothing 
interesting about it. Well, of course it is modernized -- automo¬ 
biles, bicycles, few rickshaws, big modern buildings all around us 
here in the center of the town. But I find it fascinating. Kimonos 
on all the women In the streets — wooden clogs,-- babies in bright¬ 
est colors tied to their mothers' backs, their heads bobbing about. 
Sometimes you see men on bicycles with children tied on around their 
waists. At night, long Japanese lanterns make the most prosaic bi¬ 
cycle picturesque* The big shopping streets and boulevards are 
straight and wide; but oh, the curving narrow streets with a pageant 
of oriental life t And the strange little lanes where the residences 
are; meeting another car means backing and fussing for several min¬ 
utes -- all done so politely. But driving is so dangerous here that 
no foreign women drive cars, and only a handful of men. 

We had a wonderful Introduction to Japan our very first morn¬ 
ing. Mr. Yusuke Tsurumi is a friend who has been two summers at the 






Institute of Politics, being one of the lecturers this year. He had 
been at our house several times, and was on our ship. A member of 
the Japanese Diet, as they oall their parliament, he Is one of the 
best known of their younger men, being a writer of many books* He 
Invited us and seven delegates to the Institute of Pacific Rela¬ 
tions (mostly Canadians) to a Japanese dinner at a tea-house. It 
really was a wonderful experience. Mr. Tsurumi came for us, In his 
Japanese kimono, the upper part of which was dark green, the lower 
dark gray. (The dress of gentlefolk, both men and women. Is incred¬ 
ibly somber -- so much slate gray.) In two motors, the rain pouring 
down, we drove through narrow lanes, through a gate, a bit of gar¬ 
den, to the steps, where a bevy of young waitresses were waiting 
with the lowest of bows to take our wraps and remove our shoes. We 
were all provided with felt slippers and taken Into a square room, 
matting on the floor, where Mrs, Tsurumi awaited us. Rather tall 
for a Japanese woman, a bit frail and drooping she seemed to me, but 
with a lovely face and smile. She is said to be very well read, a 
daughter of the late Count Gold, who was a well-known statesman. Mr. 
Tsurumi»s brother was the only other Japanese present. 

But to return to the room. The white paper walls were devoid 
of ornament, only in thelittle recess at one end, about 20 inches 
deep, raised about four inches from the floor. Is a shelf. This 
shelf -- or apace -- is called the tokonoma, and on it hangs in 
every Japanese house, the kakemono, or scroll, with a picture or 
poem changed to suit the season or occasion. Also a vase of flowers. 
On the floor were twelve gray chshions, ranged around three sides of 
the room. On these you kneel, sitting back upon your heels, as far 
as possible for a foreigner, though on this occasion they had little 
wicker seats some three inches high, with a back, Into which we 
could relapse when too heavy. I was suffering from a horrid attack 
of rheumatism in my left knee, brought on, I suppose, by the very 
wet weather, so that my poses were neither graceful nor comfortable. 

After a few moments we were seated, and the waitresses glided 
In ^Ith square lacquer trays, placed with the lowest of bows before 
each one. There was about one waitress to each person. A delicious 
soup, clear, with strange vegetables in it, and various hors d’ouvres, 
formed the first course. We ate with bamboo chopsticks -- my first 
experience with them. (It is a wonder that I got anything to eat l) 
Then bowls of rice with cooked fish in It; sliced crawfish on a plat- 
dish; a spinach-like vegetable In a cup; a tiny cup of soya bean 
sauce, Into which we were supposed to dip things; raw fish; pickled 
seaweed; root of ginger in a liquid; and various other things which 
I can't remember -- but Robert reminds me that we finished with bowls 
of tea. And tiny cups of sake, or rice wine, constantly refilled, 
in which you drank the health of your host, your fellow-guests, and, 
last but not least, the geisha girls. For there were two of them 
for our entertainment. "One Flower" and "Wisp of Grace" were their 
names in translation, and they made little Jokes in pantomime or 
broken English, waltzed with two of the men, did two Japanese dances. 
In an adjoining room, very small, but of classic size and propor¬ 
tions, was staged the tea-ceremony. Only five at a time can be pres¬ 
ent. Mr. Tsurumi explaining everything, we solemnly tried to receive 
the bowls of bitter, arsenic-green tea in the proper manner, drinking 








it in the prescribed three and a half sips. Ho one spoke -- It is 
almost religious. A delicious little oake of candled chestnuts, 
eaten before and after the tea, helps counteract the bitter tea. 
Inoredlble as It seems, we were there about f our hours, ending with 

a tour of the entire tea-house -- pantries, kitchen, and other din¬ 
ing rooms. The name of the place, translated, was "Star &111 Tea 
House.* For it is on a hill with a lovely view, which the riin, 
alas, prevented our see ing.

Yuri le being an angel to us. She takes an hour's journey from her 
homo to take us eightseeing whenever we will let her. she dresses in 
strictly Japanese style — lovely dark silk kimono, sandals, block silk 
coat for cooler weather (only black Is permissible for gentlewomen in 
the streets), wooden clogs called *geta” for rainy days, and a Japanese’ 
raincoat — not to mention the beautiful sashes or "obi.* The only form 
of Jewelry used by these ladles is a gold or Jade or coral clasp to the 
narrow ribbon which fastens their obis, like a string around the waist¬ 
line — and very beautiful are some of these clasps. No, X forgot the 
jeweled hair ornaments, stuck in one elds of toe back knot of hair, but 
my friends nay they do not ua<? them, personally. 

X don't know where to begin to toll you what we're seen and done. 
Only we seem to go to a "party' 1 almost ovary day. Our own church people 
hare been more than kind — a beautiful luncheon at Er. and Mrs. fanc¬ 
ier *s, where the Lindberghs stayed when they were here. Or. Tender had 
spent two hours on a previous day taking us all over his prssent hospi¬ 
tal, and than over his new St. Inks'e, which is across the street, to be 
completed in March. It has cost them three and a half million dollars, 
the raising of which In then* times has been a marvel. The chapel is at 
the axle Of the great building -- no Incoming patient can fail to see 
Into It — just as now in the old hospital the altar with Its cross dom¬ 
inates the vista of the long main corridor with Its groat activity.

Paul's —* a uni¬ 
versity of 2 , 0(0 students, built and operated by the Church. Another 
nice luncheon was at Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Jorgensen's, of the T.M.C.A.

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Western one*. wo one big dining room, but doxens of private one*, with 
a dining table at one end? comfortable eh*Ira for conversation after¬ 
wards, at the other* There may be Japanese dining rooms, but ours was 
strictly foreign, with delicious foreign food* Miss Hartshorns is a white- 
haired Quaker who came to Japan many, many years ago, with, she told me, 
no eepedal Interest In Japan, but Just to look after her absent-minded 
physician father, who wee lecturing here. She hee, ay friends tell me, 
put her life and fortune Into the Tsude College In a way remarkable for 
its tact and self-effacing generosity — always behind Mias Tsuds (who 
died a few years ego), alwaye giving her the oredlt for everything achieved. 
«ias Koshlno la no tnfl president — a charming quiet Japanese woman with 
a gor-d sense of humor end a lovely manner. Mr. and Mrs. Henry 0. Hereford, 
friends of Laura Rrlnton's, were there also, but Mlohl Knwal, who wee 
Invited, never turned up. Telephones are a luxury possessed by very few 
people, and we A-ierloans realize how dependent we are on the* at home.

Such bows* Regardless of hear crowded the place may be -- 
a station platform, a huge store — there will be several very low bows, 
from th hipi , fro each person upon meeting and upon parting. 

Yuri and Mlchl took us to a Japanese restaurant the other day to 
a Suklyekl (pronounced Sklyaki) party tjhe other day -- a favorite way 
of entertaining rather Informally here *in Tokyo. Two other American 
ladles, the Japanese Y.fc.C.A. secretary, end ourselves, be ate In our 
stocking feet, on cushions, from dark polished wood tables a foot high; 
food prsparsd then and there on electric chafing-dishes. Thin slice* of 
beef stealing In the flat brae* dlehee .with all sorts of strange vegetables, 
with soys been aauee. The Inevitable rlee -- far the.Japanese use no 
oooked bread* of any kind. The pale ember tee; pickles which you can't, 
unaided, guess at; and always fruit fdr dessert. (I had forgotten to men¬ 
tion the wonderful fruits at the conclusion of Mr. Tsuruml'e Japanese 
dinner. In my former letter.) The restaurant Itself was e thing of bsauty - 
glimpses of Japanese gardens everywhere you looked, beautiful woods (the 
staircase of a gleaming straw-colored wood eo pollahed that our Japanese 
friends hung onto us lest we should go headlong), and lovely flower ar¬ 
rangements . 

One morning Yuri took us to Asakus* hark. They call it "The Coney 
Island of Tokyo,” but aside from the faot that It la a pleasure resort 
for the poor you wouldn't find many things in common. A broad thorough¬ 
fare, closed to traffic, there are the most delightful stalls for toys 
and glmoracics of every sort that you ean imagine. All presided over by e 
great old temple at the end, the Temple of Kwannon, Buddhist goddess of 
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mercy, and filled with devout worshippers. There ere movie houses with 
the wlerdeet of posters, eating places, eto. I came away with two fans, 
two sets of ehopstlelcs, and ten very small ivory dogs. 

1 had been told that on no account must I fall to see the Koh-r-ances, 
where the aesthetes assemble. So on Sunday afternoon -- the only day they 
are given In Tokyo (the banka and big stores are closed on Sundays here) 

— Yuri took us to the most "highbrow" of the Nob-theatres. I can't de¬ 
scribe it, because- it takes at least a chapter In s book to give any idea 
of It. The performance laate from ten In the morning until six In the 
evening| people come and go as they please -- go out for luncheon or a 
smoke or to stretch themselves. Two rows of chairs at the extreme rear 
were a eoafort for foreigners like ourselves; for most of the three hours 
we were the only Westerners in the place. The floor Is divided Into flat 
"boxes" or compartments, in which the audience kneel, four to a box. And 
such an audience! The moet eoherly-dressed aristocratic-looking folia, 
the men moetly In Japanese elite-gray or black silks, all of the women 
In their dark kimonos, enlivened only by an occasional bright obi (sash) 
oh some very young girl. Intent on their librettos, they follow the per¬ 
formance with no change of expression, no applause. 

These Hob-dances are said to be more like the ancient Oreck perform¬ 
ances than anything else In the world, and they are hundreds of years 
old. All the performers are men} It is e hereditary profeealon, though 
many amateurs study end perform In the privacy of their own circles. The 
muslo consists of one elear, screaming flute and a big drum (the head Is 
the alse of e dinner plate), a little drum with a head the else of a tea 
plate. The chorus is of seven men, ten men, twelve men, varying from 
time to time In else, kneeling on the floor, singing In a long, wailing, 
sonorous chant, with occasional keen cries -- more an impassioned reci¬ 
tation than mualc. The stage Is a great square of mlrror-llke wood, with 
a roof of soft brown temple-llke curves, one great curving pine tree 
painted on the brown wood of the wall at the back. An open passageway 
at the side, also roofed, serves as approach for the aetore. In the two 
plays we saw there was only one actor st a time on the stage. A mask of 
chalky whits, with a atranga, sweet, enigmatic expression, and padded 
robes of metalllo brocade that seemed the more wonderfully bright In the 
sombre surroundings. But never la my life have I seen such slow motion. 

A ststue will always seem more swlftnto me, after this, for the element 
of suspense le ao greet. It would seem to us that eaeh step took ten 
minutes, while kneeling would seem to consume half an hour. The only 
human seeming Is when occasionally a hand with a fan emerges from one of 
the great sleeves. In some strange gesture. There le nothing contorted 
or sinuous In any motion. Yuri, our guide, says she has no patlenoa for 
this sort of thing, much as It Interests her husband, and that Miss Kawal 
can't stand ten minutes of It I But personally, I would gladly go again, 
though I'm afraid I shan't have another chance. 

There la a steamer going tomorrow, ao I must "continue In my next."

Dear Kirby: 

Because of a trip to the Middle West immediately following the meet¬ 
ings of the Convention Committee on October 2 and 5, this is my first oppor¬ 
tunity for letting you know the definite actions taken at that time, with 
reference to your part on the Convention program. You will find attached 
a copy of the program as it has been worked out to date. This, of course, 
is subject to minor changes but the main outlines giving the themes and 
the time schedule of the chief addresses will likely remain unaltered. 

This will reveal to you that we are counting on your giving the first 
address on Wednesday evening, December 30. Your statement will begin our 
attempt, from the point of view of the platform addresses, to realize the 
objectives of the Convention which we outlined in Buffalo Paper #1, a copy 
of which I am enclosing. May I call your special attention to number one 
of these objectives. 

The topic as given opposite your name on the tentative program is "A 
Critical Analysis of the Present World Situation." You will notice that 
we are asking Dr.T.Z.Koo to speak to this same theme. Our thought is that 
you should, if it can be done without putting any hindering limitation on 
you, confine your own remarks veiy largely to the western world, or at 
least make your approach to the whole world situation from the point of 
view of the Occident. Then we shall ask Dr. Koo to make his approach from 
the point of view of the Orient. We believe that in this way your state¬ 
ments will be complementary even though you may be covering much the same 
ground. 

We want your address to be as vivid and as graphic as you can make it. 
In fact, our Committee chose you for this important address because they 
felt your knowledge of the world situation and the concrete material at 
your command are such as to qualify you above any one else we could think 
of for this particular part of our Convention program. We hope both your 
address and the one by Dr. Koo will serve to disturb greatly the th i nk i n g 
of every delegate present. Perhaps seventy-five per cent of those who will 
come to Buffalo do not yet realize in what a chaotic condition the world 
is at the present moment. We want to show them, if possible, that not only 
in Russia but elsewhere, also, humanity is being uprooted and that no sane 
man if he faces the facts can be satisfied with conditions as they are. We 
hope that what will be said in these opening hours will at least begin the 
process of blasting away from the lives of all of us that measure of com-

placency which so easily characterizes the people of the western world and 
especially Americans, 

I am finding it a bit difficult to put it into words, but what I am 
trying to say is that if you want to you can train your biggest guns on us 
at this time, if that is not a wrong figure of speech to use in writing to 
a Pacifist. Maybe it would be better for me to borrow Raymond Currier's 
phrase, "nitric acid", and suggest that you see that a bit of it reaches 
every delegate in the Broadway Auditorium during the evening session. 

On the next morning, we expect Dr. Oscar Buck and Dr.D.D.T.Jab&vu, 
from South Africa, to be just as drastic and realistic, and if necessary 
caustically critical of the missionary enterprise in the face of the 
present world situation,as you and Dr. Koo have been in depicting for us 
the present world scene. We have reason to believe that they will be. 

We realize that it is a bit hazardous to begin our Convention in this way. 

A number of the more conservative group will think that the whole plat¬ 
form is going to be characterized by destructive criticism, confessions 
of weakness, inadequacy and defeat, and that we as a Movement have utterly 
lost hope. Nevertheless, we believe that for this same group this kind of 
beginning will be the best possible and that for that minority group in 
the Convention that do know something about the chaotic condition of the 
world and are cynical of any idealistic program, Christian or otherwise, 
such a beginning is not only the best but the only possible beginning for 
them. In other words, we believe that by stating the world situation in 
its darkest colors, even better than perhaps the most critical and skeptical 
in the Convention could state it, we will win this group that needs to be 
won and at the same time will be dispelling from the other group the com¬ 
placency which so often proves to be a stumbling block in any forward move¬ 
ment. 


In the next section of our Convention program, under title of "Effective 
Mission Work Today," we hope to be able to show both groups that in spite of the 
tremendous forces against which Christian idealism,in the form of Christian 
missions, has to work today, some real things are being done. The five or 
six messages in this section which will be given by younger missionaries will 
not be, according to our plans, an argument or a defence of missions but will 
be a positive, graphic presentation of their own work, letting this presenta¬ 
tion in each case make its own impression on the delegates. We believe that 
the total effect of this section of our program will be to demonstrate to 
the complacent and skeptical alike that under the auspices of the modern 
missionary movement, and in spite of handicaps and tremendous odds, some real¬ 
ly worth while things are being done by men and women who are willing to 
devote to the task the very best they have of heart, mind, and will. 

Then in the third section we hope to outline the present trends in the 
development of the modern missionary movement and to forecast the outstand¬ 
ing features which will characterize it during the next five to fifteen years. 
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You will see that right in the middle of our program, that is, on 
Friday morning, we expect to have a session on disarmament. This can be 
introduced in such a way as to have a real logical connection with the 
rest of the program. In fact, while we are using the word "disarmament", 
because the Disarmament Conference follows within a few weeks after the 
close of the Convention, we have in mind here something really underly¬ 
ing the whole disarmament question, and trust that whoever is asked to 
speak at this point will get down into the deeper question of internation¬ 
al goodwill and Christian idealism and friendliness upon which alone the 
peace program of the world can be built. 

We may want you to speak at this point, also, but at the present time 
the best possible use of this Friday morning's program is being turned 
over to a small committee charged with the responsibility for working out 
details. You, no doubt, will have some valuable suggestions to make, and 
if you are not likely to be in New York during the next few weeks where 
the committee can have a personal interview with you, I should like very- 
much for you to pass on in a letter any suggestions you may have. 

Referring again to the sessions of Wednesday evening and Thursday 
morning, where we hope the speakers will release a great deal of dynamite, 
let me make one other point and do it, if I can, without discou 
all the committee's desire that all the addresses in this section will be 
critical, realistic, and disturbing. Perhaps it is hardly necessary, but 
in thinking through your address, it may not just in this connection occur 
to you that even the conservative majority of the students who inevitably 
always attend the Quadrennials of the Movement will follow you, for the 
most part at least, in the most drastic kind of criticism of the present 
social order and the present world situation if your attack is made from 
the point of view of Jesus' own ideals and principles. 

In other words, the conservative group of delegates will, generally 
speaking, he deeply loyal to Jesus, and while they may not have seen many 
of the implications of His life and teachings and attitudes in the face 
of the present world situation, they will follow any man a long way if 
they can sense in his statements and the spirit back of his statements 
that he, too, is looking out on the world through the eyes of Jesus, and 
that just because he is a Christian he sees more deeply into life and feels 
more keenly the need for fundamental changes. Even though I may have 
stated it awkwardly, I am sure you do get my points That while we are con¬ 
cerned to win the liberal group by showing them that we are facing facts, 
we want also to win the conservative group at the same time we are blasting 
away their complacency and satisfaction with the status quo. 

To state it briefly again, ay own conviction and the conviction of 
our committee, I believe, is that while the socially radical group needs 
to become more Christian, the theologically conservative group needs to 
become more socially radical. If, therefore, by means of the four addresses 
on Wednesday evening and Thursday morning, we can start both of these 




groups (which, of course, are not as clearly defined as I have assumed in 
t h is letter) toward a modification of their respective ideal's and atti¬ 
tudes, which in the end will make themmore Christian and therefore more 
socially dynamic than they have ever been before, we shall accomplish one 
of the real objectives of the Convention. 

Please do not interpret anything I have said as an effort on our part 
to tell you what you should say or how you should say it. We have chosen 
you because we believe in you, and because we are perfectly willing to 
trust you to know through your own mental processes supplemented by the 
resources of divine wisdom, just what is the right thing for the particu¬ 
lar part of the program we have assigned to you.

Excerpts from jotter from Sherwood Eddy 


M w* haring a wonderful time — simply thrilling. I am writing, 1 regret to say, 
with a cold and sore throat (do not tell my friends) after four meeting* a day in the oold 
and dust storm* of Peking, almost worn out. Fire thousand an some daye attend the meetings, 
two thousand different student* in the Fast and TT e st city in the government univariities, 
and often a thousand in a Christian church where we are free to e&ll for deal si on* In en 
after meeting. The Coamunisti broke into violent opposition and pandemonium was let loose 
in one meeting. It rr s the most encouraging meeting I have had in months. The battle is 

now in the open. China is entering upon a life and death struggle with Coisminiaa. X may 
say quite frankly, (again, do net tell friend*| this letter is far Kirby, Eeinle, Gens, 

Paul Harris, Pat, Arnold and you folks in the office), there is a little danger from the 
Japanese, but quite seriously and practically the danger of attempted physioal violenoe 
from Communists, after meetings, in the dork. Ity wife and I both reoognlxe this and 
aoeept it a* part of ear privilege. 

X am sending you another report letter. These will be very Important from now on. 
Add names to the list as your judgment approves. Do not sand them to anyone in China 
except about five copies of each letter to me for out here. Keep a oareful file of two or 
three extra oopies of all report letters. I will send you the account, separately, of 
"Jimmie" Yen** wonderful work, the moat encouraging work X have seen in China...•••• 

X cabled you to deeline Seattle. I did this, regretfully, because the date was 
wrong. X now expect to Mil February 2, on the Empress of Canada, from Shanghai direct to 
Vancouver without going ashore In Japan. All meetings will be precluded In Japan by iqr 
public exposure of her action to the Cornell of the League. If Seattle had come earlier 
I would have gladly gone. 


I would like May In general kept free from all dates except evenings in and near 
Nevf York, so that I can begin to work on my book, "The Challenge of Europe." Toll John 
Farrar that X expect to complete this book in September In England, but it will not be 
ready for publication in September in the States. Germany and Europe will be at a oriels 
about that time. Bo sure to send all report latter* to John Farrar and keep him informed 
of any possible publicity material, such as the cables concerning the crisis in wup 
China, Communist opposition, etc. These report letters should be strictly private. I 
am willing to publish almost any one of them aa an article in the Christian Century, 
offering It to Paul Hutchinson, but 1 do not wish lightly to invito publicity to jy 
attacks an Soviet Russia, whioh will drear more violent and bitter action there as we 
proceed in China, lest we close the door of opportunity for the seminars in Russia* 

Hosoosr will find out sooner or later our terrific attack* upon Communism in 
Hfn China, You must bo prepared, through RothaeMlld, to apply very early for our 
Seminar members, and to shift quickly to another basis if I or party are rejected. 

I should be willing to drop out this summer and not go to Russia - but the seminar, or 
part of it, must go * with or without the ministers. I shall be quit* prepared to go 
this year to Italy if I am asolttded by Moscow, This, I think, ie unlikely, 1 would not 
hesitate to talk this whole matter over with Skvirsky In person when I some. If China 
eould have the present government of Soviet Russia it would be far better than her 
present government, except in the matter of religious liberty «• but Coraaunism in Chinn 
inevitably coupled with banditry takes the form of such savage cruelty, and wide bloodshed 
that it is a totally different thing. While I favor recognition by the United States, I do 
not want to see China turned into a slaughterhouse, with all foreigner* driven out, 
colleges and hospitals Closed and looted, as they have bean repeatedly whore Communism 
has been tried, 

I shall be compelled to pay ay thousand dollars in Shanghai toward their onyedgn 
two weeks hence, and draw fresa two to five hundred dollars extra within the next month 
for expenses of the tour. Beg Paul Harris to as euro additional funds to meet the tragie
